Language does not admit of 
forming afocial compaét in fuch 
words as cannot be evaded: we 
therefore, more eff ecially in thole 
acts, formed tor guarding the hib~ 
erties, and juftice of a nation, fad 
a contruftion in the fpirit and Mr 
tendment of the salle ment. 

We do not charge the late Pre- 


fident with appointing Senators of 
Reprefentatives to offices creaies 
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during the time they were in Con- 
grefs, or to offices the emoluments 
whereof were increafed in that 
time: but adue reyard so the fpinit 
of this. claufe in the Conftiution, 
would certainly, «have prevented 
fume of the nominations hafltily 
made, in the moment when his 
auihority was expiring. 

When Congrefs had affembled 
1o begin their laft feflion Mr. Ad- 
ams addreficd them on the neceffi- 
ofreiorming the Judiciary depart- 
ment, fame politicians expecied, 
tat he hada plan to leffen the un- 
neceflary expenceofa number of 
civil officers who had nothing to 
do ; but the event was an increafe 
of Judges, until they amoented. al- 
moft'to an army. The emolu- 
ments of the former Judges were 
increafed, foas to induce the Ar- 
torneys of the Diftrits to ftlep from 
that office tothe bench, whiltt thefe 
lower judges, by an increafe of 
flaries for the Circuit Judges, 
were induced to make vacancies 
for the Atturneys. 

I! undsr this plan, officers were 
created and the emoluments of 
others increaled, and members of 
Comyrefs were appointed to old of- 
fices lett vacant by this vew ma- 
neuvre, how much does it fall 
fhort of contravening the fpirit and 
heaning of the Conitiunon ? 

The idea of foreftalling the offi- 
téswasa new one. The Judges 
«ould not be removed, but they 
were raifed highcr,and betore they 
had notice of their appon:ments, 
and confequently beioie there was 
ivacancy, others were under com- 
Million to fill their places. Thus 
tt happened, that fome Diilriét 
Judges would not accept their ad- 
vancement, and there were two 
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Judges in coram#ffion for the fame 
office at the fame time—enquire 
of the Council of Maflachufetts, 
whether the Judge of the Circuit 
Court, who bad been Judge of the 
Diltn& Court and his fucceffor 
were not qualified to office on the 
fam: cay and atter Mr. Adams 
was out of office. 

Whether this kind of condu& 
arofe from ill will to Mr. Jeffer- 
fon, or toaffume the friendthip of 
a number by an undue patronage, 
it was evidently wrong ; and Jet. 
ferfon cannot be leffened in the 
eyes of the people, for fhewing an 
open difapprobation of it. Thofe 
who are oulted from offices will 
complain ; and the greaier the ne# 
ceflity is for removing them, the 
louder their complaint will be. A 
few difappointed hangers on foe 
loaves and fifhes, can write a mul.

This is an eflential quality in an 
Elective Government, for as the 
people havea right to change their 
public fervants, the procefs of their 
acminiftrarion fhould be unito.m 
in all its parts, in order to afcer- 
tain the merits or demerits of the 
plans adoptedand profecuted. If 
this pofition is not admitted, how 
can a Prefident maintain a confift- 
ency of condu@ in the various ob- 
jects contemplated, while a certain 
part of the government are ini- 
mical to his proterenge lisp a 
difcord ancy ih peer would be like 
a houfe divided againft itfelf ; the 
government muft even be ina fer- 
mentation, while there are various 
wheels in the machinery counter= 
acting the moticn of each other. 
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This mode of condué, generally 
if not univerfally, was adopted by 
Mr. Adems. He difpiaced almof 
every man oppofed to his politics, 
and appeinted others in whom he 
could confide for an adherance to 
all his meaferes. Mr. Adams had 
by this means, a fair trial of his 
political fyfiem, a8 every one acts 
ing under him, offifted to his utmoft 
ability to promote his wifhes, If 
this was right in Mr. Adams, why 
fhouid it be wrevg in Mr. Jeflerfon? 
Why fhowld we not admit Mr, 
Jciferfon to the fame privileges cx 
ercifed by Mr. Adams? ‘The lat 
adminiftraiion went to the urnioft 
extent of Prefidental patronage ;
